"Writing; ami fil-itors. 


"If yonng writers go into literature to 


make a living, they deserve to be encour- 
aged," says Mr. William D. Howells in 


conversation reported for The Outlook 


by Clinton Johus.cn 
In that respect 


Mr. Howells diffiere materially from the 
late Anthony Trollopc>, who declared that 
literature was a profession, if not a trade, 
and that it could Iw learned like any 
other trade or profession. It could be 
adopted as a convenient means of liveli- 
hood—its art and science studied and 
practiced and writers turned oat to or- 
der. There were, he declared further, 
certain rules of fiction writing to be 
learned and followed by all, and they 
wonld generally tna,ke the writer OTO- 
ceeaful. 


Most people, however, will prefer How> 


ells' view that literature is not a busi- 
ness, but the expression of thought, ob- 
servation and feeling. The cultivation 
of expression is always a good thing am] 
should be encouraged, whether the out' 
come of it is paid for or not, According 
to Howells, writing is a very poor busi- 
ness at which to make a li%ring unless 
one can be a journalist or editor. It may 
be remarked in an aside, however, that 
fortunes are not always mads eyso by 
journalists and editors. 


Howells' "Venetian Life" was first 


printed in a Boston paper at a price 
which in our depreciated currency of 3{ 
years ago gavo him in gold only $2 a col- 
umn. The Atlantic Monthly editor hat 
rejected themanuscriptof it before that, 
Finally Howells found a London pub- 
lisher who brought the sketches out hi 
book form, and they made a hit at once 
The wisest editor cannot always tell 
Even Howells remarks modestly, "3 
have rejected things myself as an editor 
that I am sorry now I did reject." 


He believes that a time is coming when 


the contractions that we use in speech 
guch as "don't," "haven't," "won't," etc, 
will be printed just as they are spoken 
and very properly so, "They do it in 
French and Italian now." Finally, i 
writers and literary people could only 
spend a part of each day in vigorous phys 
ical labor, farm or garden work prefer 
ably, as recommended by Tolstoi, the;

The fea- 
tures Mr, Hewitt believes to be most 
commendable in this, plan ave that no 
grasping private company cau ever jug- 
gle the city out of rent for one of its 
most valuable franchisee; that the bnild- 
ing and operating of the road by a pri- 
vate company -will take the direct man- 
agement out of city politics as a corrupt- 
ing element; that the city will in a not 
long time get all its money back from tha 
rentals, and that it tetains the right to 
lease the road again for as long or short 
a term as seems desirable.
